John Watkiss (APIA) 
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The 1967 NSW premiership starts this 
weekend with more than the customary excife- 
ment. 


Despite the mediocre success of the 
Ampol Cup where crowds were down again — 
may observers feel that the premiership will 
create bigger interest than last year. 


There are four good reasons why it 
should: 


@ The First Division has been increased . 


to 12 teams, adding a fair amount of new 
color to the scene. 


@ A new rule stipulates that each team 
must field three or more Australians — a 
move certain to produce new faces and new 
talents. : 

@ A replacement rule will reduce the 
hazard of teams fighting with depleted sides 
and making matches one-sided contests. 

@ ‘he visits of Scotland and Manchester 
United will spur on players to gain represen- 
tative honors in the NSW and Australian 
teams. 


John Warren (St. George) 
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The premiership itself may- be a much 
more closely fought affair than last year. 

APIA, Hakoah and St. George-Budapest 
are likely to be at the top again. 

it is possible that APIA’s very clear-cut 
domination of local soccer may have ended. 

Early indications are that APIA, despite 
having the same team as last term, have lost 
some of their unity, power and rhythm which 
made them so formidable in 1966. 

Hakoah are set and poised to fill the 
vacuum should APIA fail. 

With Australia’s most brilliant defence, 
all they have to do is find a reasonable forward 
line to become Sydney’s new kingpins. 

St. George-Budapest, with a basically 
young team, should again do very well and 
stay the distance with their rivals. 

If both APIA and Hakoah fail to re- 
produce their 1966 form, St. George could 
even climb to the very top. 

Of the others, Croatia, Pan Hellenic and 
South Coast appear to be best equipped for 
a successful semifinal challenge.

The new pre-season competition in the USSR 
is proving a -huge success. After two rounds more 
than 260,000 spectators have turned up. Twenty- 
four clubs are taking part — the First Division 
teams and four from the Second Division — in 
four groups of six. Started early in March, the 
series will end two weeks before the winter 
season on May 18. 


Suspensions galore in Austria 


Incidents galore on and off the field and 
rough play mars the Austrian scene almost 
every week. Rapid Vienna suspended their centre- 
forward Seitl for a grave foul against Bayern 
Munchen’s left winger in the recent European 
Cupwinners’ Cup match. Rapid also fined four 
players $80 for abusing the referee in the same 
match — Flogel, Skocik, Starek and Bjerregard. 
Austria Wien, Rapid’s great local rivals, also 
showed firmness in suspending Fiala and Kodat. 
Fiala punched a team-mate at training and Kodat 
broke an opponent’s nose in a recent competition 
match. So far this season 32 players have been 
suspended or fined in Austria.

Referees know all the 
rules — much better than 
players. 


However, it is essential 
that they interpret them 
correctly. 

Recently FIFA laid down 
three such new interpretat- 
fons for referees all over 
the world. 

All, in our view, can help

These are: 


@ Don’t treat slightly in- 
jured players on the field. 

@ Don’t let goalkeepers 
waste time. 

@ Don't aid the offend- 
ing teams on freekicks,

Let's quickly adopt 
'S new rulings

The match is held up and 
a minute later the player is 
up and running hard as 
ever. 

These cases should be 
treated off the field! 

The referee must have 
the player removed to the 
ttouchline or, if the play- 
er is able to walk, tell him 
to leave the field for treat- 
ment. 

In cases of serious injury 
it is also infinitely better if 
the player gets proper treat- 
ment off the field than on 
fit where team mates, the 
teferee, masseurs and am- 
bulancemen Jean over him 
and even if he survived the 
injury, he may die of suffo- 
cation. 

Regarding the goalkeep- 
ers “gamesmanship”, the 
new FIFA rule is quite clear 
and emphatic. 

A goalkeeper must 
bounce the ball after every 
four steps — and get rid of 
it. 
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Referees are an integral part of our game and their contribution is vital 
towards raising our soccer standards. 


If he doesn’t, the referee 
must warn him that he 
is wasting time. 

lf the goalkeeper repeats 
the offence, the referee 
must award an indirect 
freekick. 

Please note that the key- 
word is must — it’s not 
optional, it’s not up to the 
teferee whether he does so 
or not. 

The third interpretation 
concerns the freekicks. 

Once the referee whistles 
for an infringement, the free- 
kick can be taken at once, 
without another signal from 
the referee. 

Should a team avail it- 
self of this, they cannot in- 
sist that the opponents stand 
away 10 feet. 

However, if they wish to 
have the 10-yard rule ob- 
served, they must wait for 
the referee to measure the 
distance.

To attack England the Spanish had to assemble 
a special fleet. Most of Spain’s ships, such as the 
16th Century Galley shown in our Figure No. 27, 
were built for the use in the Mediterranean. These 
were unsuitable for the western coasts of Europe 
and the Channel. The galleons constructed for 
the trade routes to the colonies were too un- 
wieldy. Portuguese naval constructors had not 
been dominated by the Mediterranean, however, 
and so in 1580, when King Phillip II pf Spain 


annexed Portugal,
